35-Ft. Single Cone "Rabbit Ear" : Project Engineer - Lt . David P. Schmarje, 
FTNEM, Extension 266. - Two tests were made on an MC-1 canopy modified 
with a single "Rabbit Ear." The drop was made at 11G KIAS and 5,000-ft. 
pressure altitude using a 290-lb. ammunition container load. The test canopy 
was deployed by a static-line-deployed 68-in. octagonal pilot chute. The 
"Rabbit Ear" has a 7-ft. base diameter, a 6-ft. tip diameter, and a 16-ft. 
height. For test 0181 the standard MC-1 apex was retained and for test 0223 
this was increased to a 42-in. diameter.
